House investigators 
accuse congressman 
of multiple violations 

Washington 

House investigators accused vet- 
eran New York Rep. Charles Ran- 
gel of 13 violations of congressio- 
nal ethics standards on Thursday, 
throwing a cloud over his four- 
decade political career and rais- 
ing worries for fellow Democrats 
about the fall elections. 

The allegations — which include 
failure to report rental income from 
vacation property in the Domini- 
can Republic and to report more 
than $600,000 in assets on his 
congressional financial disclosure 
statements — came as lawyers for 
Rangel and the House ethics com- 
mittee worked on a plea deal. 

One was struck, people familiar 
with the talks said, but Republicans 
indicated it was too late. 

The deal between the lawyers 
will have little meaning if the com- 
mittee members don’t approve it, 
and Republicans said at the pro- 
ceeding they were insisting on 


going forward with a trial. The 
panel is evenly divided between 
Democrats and Republicans. 

“Mr. Rangel was given multiple 
opportunities to settle this matter. 
Instead, he chose to move forward 
to the public trial phase,” said Rep. 
Jo Bonner of Alabama, the senior 
Republican on the ethics panel 

Chairman Zoe Lofgren, D-Calif, 


has made clear that she wants the 
committee to be unanimous — 
leaving little chance for agreement 
without Rangel capitulating on vir- 
tually all counts. 

Many Democrats had urged 
Rangel to settle the case to avoid 
the prospect of televised hearings 
right before November congres- 
sional elections that will deter- 


mine which party controls Con- 
gress next year. 

However, as Friday’s public 
airing of the charges drew nearer. 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi seem 
resigned to the case proceeding.

Ariz. Law Spurs Outrage 



Protesters mareh 
on as state appeals 
federal judge’s ruling 

Phoenix 

Arizona asked an appeals court 
Thursday to lift a judge’s order 
blocking most of the state’s immi- 
gration law as the city of Phoenix 
filled with protesters, including 
about 50 who were arrested for con- 
fronting officers in riot gear. 

Republican Gov. Jan Brewer 
called U.S. District Judge Susan 
Bolton’s Wednesday’s decision halt- 
ing the law “a bump in the road,” 
and the state appealed to the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco on Thursday. 

Outside the state Capitol, hun- 
dreds of protesters began march- 
ing at dawn, gathering in front of 
the federal courthouse where Bol- 
ton issued her ruling on Wednes- 
day. They marched on to the office 
of Maricopa County Sheriff Joe 
Arpaio, who has made a crack- 
down on illegal immigration one 


of his signature issues. 

At least 32 demonstrators were 
arrested after blocking the entrance 
and beating on the large steel doors 
leading to the Maricopa County jail 
in downtown Phoenix. SherifiPs dep- 
uties in riot gear opened doors and 
waded out into the crowd, hauling 
off those who didn’t move. 

Dozens of others were arrested 
throughout the day, trying to cross 
a police line, entering closed-off 
areas or sitting in the street and 


refusing to leave. A photographer 
for the Arizona Republic and for- 
mer state senator Alfredo Gutierrez, 
who ran unsuccessfully for gover- 
nor in 2002, were among them. 

Arizona is the nation’s epicenter 
of illegal immigration, with more 
than 400,000 undocumented res- 
idents. Supporters of the new law 
say the influx of illegal migrants 
drains vast sums of money from 
hospitals, education and other ser- 
vices.

Rome Confronts 
Eternal Problem 


Italy beefs up police 
patrols to protect 
city from vandalism 

Rome 

Vandals are increasingly on the 
prowl in the Eternal City — and 
now Italian authorities are fight- 
ing back, sending more police, 
installing cameras and even con- 
sidering using convicts to protect 
monuments and artworks. 

For the troublemakers, nothing 
is sacred: Earlier this month, van- 
dals left anti-pope graffiti on the 
Scala Santa, or Holy Stairs, a major 
Catholic site that draws pilgrims 
from around the world. 

Compounded by pollution, neg- 
ligence and a chronic shortage of 
funding, vandalism adds to the 
city’s difficulties in preserving its 
unique artistic heritage, forcing 
officials to use valuable funds in 
emergency restoration. 

What makes protecting the

Cemetery’s Woes Grow 

A Senate panel rips former officials as estimates of grave errors reach 6,600 


Washington 

Estimates of the number of graves 
that might be affected by mix-ups at 
Arlington National Cemetery grew 
from hundreds to as many as 6,600 
on Thursday, as the cemetery’s for- 
mer superintendent blamed his staff 
and a lack of resources for the scan- 
dal that forced his ouster. 

John Metzler, who ran the his- 
toric military burial ground for 19 
years, said he accepts “full respon- 
sibility” for the problems. 

But he also denied some of the 
findings by Army investigators and 
suggested cemetery employees and 
poor technology were to blame for 
remains that may have been mis- 
identified or misplaced. He said 
the system used to track grave sites 
relied mostiy on a complicated paper 
trail vulnerable to error. 

“Personally, it is very painful for 
me that our team at Arlington did

Metzler and his deputy, Thur- 
man Higginbotham, were forced 
to retire after Army investigators 
found that as many as 211 graves 
were unmarked or misidentified. 
The report by the Army Inspector 
General’s office accused Metzler of 
repeatedly failing to ensure burials 
were being done properly and of 
failing to respond after unmarked 
graves were discovered. 

Sen. Claire McCaskill, chair- 
woman of an oversight panel on the 
Senate Homeland Security and Gov- 
ernment Reform Committee, said 
Thursday that her investigation has 
revealed far higher estimates of the 
number of graves affected. McCa- 
skill, a Missouri Democrat, said 
she thinks that between 4,900 and 
6,600 graves maybe unmarked or 
mislabeled on cemetery maps. 


Kathryn Condon, who was hired 
to fix the cemetery’s problems, tes- 
tified that the Army was still try- 
ing to determine exactly how many 
burial sites could be affected. But, 
she said, “I am confident there are 
probably other map errors” beyond 
the 211 sites initially identified by 
Army investigators. 

Metzler said an inspector gen- 
eral finding that more than 100 
graves lacked a headstone or burial 
card was not entirely accurate and 
that it was mostly internal working 
maps used by cemetery employees 
that were mislabeled. He also said 
he was surprised by the findings of 
the Army’s Inspector General. 

His testimony angered and con- 
fused lawmakers. “The notion that 
you would come in here and act 
like you didn’t know about it until 
a month ago is offensive. You did 
know about it, and you did nothing,” 
McCaskill said, anne flaherty (ap)

Ex-Teacher Admits to Sex Abuse 


Ricks pleads guilty 
to performing acts on 
16-year-old Va. boy 

Manassas, Va. 

Former Manassas teacher Kevin 
Ricks pleaded guilty to one sex 
abuse charge in a Prince William 
County courtroom Thursday morn- 
ing, resulting in the first convic- 
tion linked to a series of abuses 
stretching back more than three 
decades. 

Ricks, 50, acknowledged that he 
was guilty of performing sex acts 
on a l6-year-old boy who had been 


a student of his at Osbourn High 
School. The acts occurred during 
winter break in a basement room he 
was renting from the boy’s father. 
A Manassas detective testified that 
Ricks wrote in his journal that he 
got the boy drunk before the first 
incident and that the second inci- 
dent came just days later. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Amy Ashworth provid- 
ed Circuit Court Judge William D. 
Hamblen with a copy of Ricks’ jour- 
nal entry about the sexual contact 
with the boy —an entry from Christ- 
mas Eve 2009 that detailed how he

A Winning Attitude 


Shanahan brings 
new hope of a return 
to glory for Redskins 

Redskins 

Mike Shanahan has nothing left 
to prove. 

He’s led two teams to Lombardi 
trophies. He even may earn a spot 
in the Hall of Fame one day. 

But Washington fans are used 
to seeing marquee names come 
to town after their moment in the 
sun only to be disappointed with 
the results. 

Installed as head coach over 
the winter, Shanahan opened his 
first training camp as head coach 
in Washington Thursday. His task 
is to turn a 4-12 team that looked 
hopeless last year into something 
the city can be proud of again. 


146-98 

Shanahan's regular-season win-loss 
record, good for the 17th most in his- 
tory and within eight games of Red- 
kins legend Joe Gibbs. 


The number of Super 
Bowl rings Shanahan 
has won, including as 
an assistant coach. 


And that means winning as soon 
as possible. 

“Talk is cheap. You’ve got to do 
it on the football field,” he said. “It 
started with the offseason condi- 
tioning program. We want a lot 
of people committed to give us a 
chance to do the best we can once 
we get to training camp, which is 
where we are at right now.” 

One thing Shanahan has 
proved is that if he has the right 


personnel in place, he can get 
teams to the pinnacle of the sport. 
He’s collected three Super Bowl 
rings (one as an offensive coor- 
dinator); mentored Hall of Fame 
quarterbacks John Elway and Steve 
Young; and can even tie Redskins 
legend Joe Gibbs for 13th place in 
all-time head coaching victories 
(154) if he can win eight games 
this season. 

Along with General Manager 
Bruce Allen, Shanahan supervised 
an overhaul of personnel in the 
offseason, most notably bringing 
in quarterback Donovan McNabb 
— a reasonably mobile, experi- 
enced leader who is used to win- 
ning football games. About the 
only thing McNabb hasn’t done is 
lead a team to a Super Bowl vic- 
tory — which was the same case 
with Elway and Young (who won 
two rings as a backup) before they 


linked up with Shanahan in the 
second half of their careers. 

“[McNabb has] come in here and 
he has worked extremely hard,” Sha- 
nahan said. “I think everyone can see 
he is a natural leader. He has been a 
class act his whole career, and now 
he gets a chance to adjust to our sys- 
tem and see how he fits in.” 

McNabb will operate under 
offensive coordinator Kyle Shana- 
han, the coach’s son, who helped 
make Houston the top passing 
offense in the NFL last year. On 
the other side of the ball, former 
head coach Jim Haslett is overhaul- 
ing the defense into a 3-4 scheme 
that is supposed to create more 
pressure and, therefore, potential- 
ly more turnovers. 

All that leaves Shanahan as the 
delegator in chief - the big name at 
the top who fans are counting on to 
come through, eric brandner

Albert Haynesworth to play at least some nose tackle. While 
Haynesworth was busy wiping away tears with $100 bills 
this winter, the rest of the team embraced the idea of playing 
a more attacking style that should create more turnovers. 
Perhaps the biggest beneficiary will be second-year lineman 
Brian Orakpo, who is going to be counted on to apply big 
pressure from the outside. Orakpo shined as a rookie, and this 
defense should really let him maximize his talents.

Live-work spaces fill

You might say painter Dana Ellyn is never 
more at home than when she’s sidled up to 
her easel. In her case, though, that’s more 
than a figure of speech — where Ellyn lays her 
paintbrushes to dry is just across the paint- 
splattered room from where she lays her head 
to sleep each night. 

The 39 -year-old artist lives and paints in 
Mather Studios, a downtown condo building 
at 9th and G streets NW. Developed by the 
District’s Cultural Development Corporation, 
whose mission is rooted in providing affordable 
housing options for artists, Mather houses 
12 condos that were sold at reduced prices to 
qualified artists via random lottery. (Ellyn 
paid about $160,000 for her 860-square-foot 
condo in 2003.) 

Before she moved into her sunny Mather 
studio, Ellyn rented a cheap but “unsavory” 
apartment in a then-rough area of Shaw. 
Buying a house in an equally less-than-ideal 
— but affordable — area of East Baltimore 
seemed a probable next step. But then she 
got the call that her lottery number had been 
picked for a spot in Mather — and that’s when, 
she says, everything changed. 

If Ellyn’s tale sounds like a Cinderella story, 
she would have to agree. “I wake up daily 
and think, ‘This pretty much rocks,”’ Ellyn

says. “Fm so lucky, and I still can’t 
believe I got it.” 

The blessing eased her checkbook 
and creative process. “Just the sanity 
that I own something is huge,” 
she says. “The ownership value 
relaxed and freed up my brain, 
which made my paintings better.” 
For Elljm, the confidence that came 
with ownership — and then with 
paying off the condo — spurred an 
emboldened approach to her work 
that she says didn’t feel possible 
previously. “My art got gutsier,” 
she explains (see: “International 
Blasphemy Day,” a recent solo 
exhibit of hers). 

For many artists, paying rent or a 
mortgage on a place to live — not to 
mention a studio to work in — means 
teetering on the brink of financial 
solvency. (The term “starving 
artist” is more than a cliche.) But 
subsidizing artist housing strengthens 
communities, too. 

“At its core, artist housing is 
good planning,” says Anne Corbett, 
executive director of D.C.’s Cultural 
Development Corporation. She 
cites public safety reasons (think of 
legendary sociologist Jane Jacobs’ 
“eyes on the street” mantra, which 
lauds neighborhoods where residents 
come and go at all hours) and small- 
business growth. “Never mind 
that, anecdotally, artist community 
housing that I’ve observed has really 
just an amazing sense of community 
— they have a sense of connectivity 
to one another that you don’t get 
if you just rent an apartment and 
move into a building.” 

Of course, a creative community 
doesn’t have to exist within common 
walls of a condominium complex. 
More often, artist enclaves sprout 
in neighborhoods with inexpensive 
housing stock, such as in places such 
as Greenbelt and Mt. Rainier, Md. 

Mt. Rainier sculptor Margaret 
Boozer, 44, hangs up her welding 
tools in an artist zone called the 
Gateway Arts District, which 
extends east to Riverdale Park 
and north through Brentwood 
and Hyattsville. Perks of living 
and working in the zone include 
tax benefits (no income tax) and 


Townhouses 

HYATTSVILLE ARTS DISTRICT 

Straddling Route 1 in downtown 
Hyattsville, Md., a new planned 
comnnunity of condos and 
townhouses has taken root — and 
in the process is cultivating the 
area's growing arts connnnunity. 

The project's first phase, the West 
Village, unveiled 132 townhouses 
and live-work art spaces, 120 
of which are currently occupied 
(including all 10 art spaces). Across 
Route 1, the East Village's town 
honnes recently opened pre-sales, 
with an expected fall delivery. Sheet 
nnetal mingles with brick and arched 
windows for funky facades that 
front 1,400- to 2,200-square-foot 
townhouses with two-car garages; 
prices start at $359,900 and run 
up to the high $400s. The nearby 
Lustine Center, in a restored 1950s 
auto showroom, features a fitness 
center and art gallery.

MT. RAINIER, MD. 

Though housing in this outlying 
community tends to be detached, 
local arts communities here thrive. 
Once an area heavy on warehouses, 
Mt. Rainier is part of the Gateway 


Arts District artist zone, with perks 
such as no income tax for resident 
artists. Arts attractions include 
the Washington Glass School, Red 
Dirt Studio, Flux Studios, Martha 
Jackson-Jarvis Studio and more. 
Opened in 2005, the Mount Rainier 
Artist Lofts (Artspace.org) provide 
44 rental live-work lofts at reduced 
rates and first-floor commercial 
space. The town has an alternative 
currency, called the Anacostia 
Hour, which gives artists and skilled 
crafters the chance to exchange 
goods for services. Local Graham 
Boyle calls the community an 
“artist's utopia." 

GREENBELT, MD. 

Housing stock in this Metro- 
connected suburb skews more 
toward single-family homes than 
condos and townhouses, though the 
Greenbelt Homes cooperative (Ghi. 
coop) is a notable exception. Sherill 
Anne Gross, 32, lives in a townhouse 
that's part of the cooperative, where 
townhouses on the market are listed 
starting below $100,000. Though 
Gross used to create out of her 
home, she now shares a studio as 
an artist-in-residence at the nearby 
Greenbelt Community Center, where

she creates cut-paper illustrations.

being near both the District and 
the University of Maryland. 

“It’s an energy of proximity, and 
we have a really high concentration 
of good, serious artists, too,” 
says Boozer, who founded Red 
Dirt Studios in Mt. Rainier in 
1996 and five years ago bought 
a house two blocks away. Up the 
road, artists and entrepreneurs 
are descending on the work-in- 
progress Arts District Hyattsville, 
an EYA-planned community of 
townhouses, galleries and the new 
Lustine Community Center, plus 
local businesses such as a coming- 
next-spring Busboys and Poets, and 
Yes! Organic Market. 

Affordability tends to be the 
common denominator of artists’ 
live-work spaces, but other home 
features can help, too, such as high- 
quality ventilation. Corbett extols 
a straightforward rule of thumb: 
Artists need at least an extra 250 
square feet outside of living space 
to allow room for creativity, though 
she’s quick to point out there are few 
absolute prerequisites other than 
accessible price points. “It’s a great 
population to try to support because 
being industrious is part and parcel 
of who they are,” she says. 

But artist clusters are more than 
a byproduct of cost. Often, the sense 
of community contributes to the 
creative process in meaningful but 
decidedly hard-to-measure ways. 
“Sometimes, you need to work all 
by yourself, but you can’t do that all 
the time,” Corbett says. “You need 
to engage with other people to get 
inspiration, and to learn new things 
and to evolve. Being an artist can be 
an incredibly solitary vocation, so 
the community you choose to live 
in is integrally connected to how 
you evolve over time.” 

For Kirk Waldroff, 36, who lives 
at the other end of the third-floor 
Mather hallway from painter Ellyn, 
the built-in artist community was 
a huge draw. 

“I knew living here would be a 
really big deal in terms of making 
connections,” says Waldroff, 
who was living with his parents 
previously. “It’s kind of the other 
side of the universe from living in 
your parents’ basement, in terms 
of getting into the art world.” His 
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Dana Ellyn paints in her 860-square-foot live-work condo. “I wake up daily and think, This pretty much rocks,’" she says. 


art has benefited, too: Thanks to 
help from a neighbor who runs the 
Washington Glass School, Waldrofif 
introduced glass casting to his 
printmaking. 

Rental options for artists — 
especially young and just-starting- 
out artists — are equally crucial as 
ownership opportunities. At 52 O St. 
NW, a large historic brick warehouse 
houses a gaggle of creative types, 
from poets and DJs to painters, 
printmakers and video artists, who 
share rental units that often double 
as live-work spaces. 

“After you leave art school, it’s 
hard to find that critique or that 
support to talk about and discuss 
your work, share ideas and talk 
about the creative process,” says Lisa 
Marie Thalhammer, a 28-year-old 
painter who has lived and created 
in an O Street apartment for the

past five years. 

A live-work space cultivates 
a commute-free lifestyle that’s 
convenient but, more significantly, 
crucial to an integrated approach 
to art. “When inspiration hits you 
at any time of the day, you can 
approach your work — it doesn’t have 
to be so scheduled,” Thalhammer 
says. “Living and working in the 
same space always allows for

A handful of clever 
design tricks can 
help tiny bathrooms 
feel more spacious 


Space Solutions 

Got a small bathroom? Then all the 
squeezing and squishing required 
for simple tasks such as drying your 
hair has probably made you want 
to throw in the towel. 

The tiny master bath in Amy 
Cannon’s Reston townhouse 
proved so difficult that she and her 
husband had to get physical with it. 
Tired of doing something akin to 
acrobatics every time they needed 
to open and close the door, they 
finally removed the door altogether. 
Which, not surprisingly, cut down 
on the functionality of the space. 
Now the Cannons just use their 
master bathroom for showering 
and getting ready in the morning. 
They do everything else in the 
bathroom down the hall. 

“It’s quite annoying,” says 
Cannon, 30, a mom of three 
who also works part time for a 
trade association. “But without 
completely changing the shape 
and configuration of the master 
bedroom, there’s really no way to 
expand the bathroom.” 

The good news is that if you’ve 
been cursed with a little lavatory, 
you probably don’t need to take 
such drastic steps. Even if you 
can’t increase the actual footprint 
of the room, there are plenty of 
things you can do to make it look 
and feel bigger, from simple fixes 
to major overhauls. 

Mirrors are an easy way to open 
up the room without moving a 
single wall. 

“Mirrors are the grandest illusion 
makers of them all,” says Genevieve 
Gorder of HGTV’s “Design Star” 
and “Dear Genevieve.” “I always 
use an oversized mirror in a small 
bathroom, because it will make it 
feel wider.”

Glass tiles, reflective wallpaper 
and semigloss or eggshell paint 
finishes can also help to visually 
expand the space. “AnjThing in the 
bathroom that’s going to reflect light 
gives the illusion of it feeling bigger, 
brighter and more open,” says Emily 
Prugar, owner of Alexandria-based 
M House Designs (703-463-1972; 
Mhousedesigns.com). 

It’s important that lighting 
fixtures really earn their keep. 
“Lighting is so key when it comes 
to making a room feel really tiny 
or really grand,” Gorder says. Her 
suggestion: Don’t limit yourself 
to what’s traditionally found in 
a bathroom. Instead, consider 
something like a chandelier. “You’re 
used to seeing one in a large space, 
so it gives the illusion that you’re 
someplace bigger,” she says. “Your 
eye is drawn up. And if you bring 
the eye up, you stop looking at the 
tiny little floor plan.” 

When it comes to choosing 
paint colors, the shade you select 
doesn’t matter as much as how 
you use it. “It’s important to be 
consistent,” says Tricia Huntley, 
owner of the D.C. -based Huntley 
& Co. design company (202-462-

3030; Huntleyandcompany.com). 
“Don’t use three different colors 
on the ceiling, walls and trim. Use 
the same tone for all the different 
planes; it simplifies things.” 

And carrying those same 
tones over to the wall tile and 
flooring helps everything flow 
together, rather than chopping up 
the room into different sections. 
That’s what Huntley did when 
redoing the master bath of client 
Donna Jones, who lives in a 
Penn Quarter condo. A uniform 
color scheme (pink) along with 
reflective surfaces (sparkly tiles, 
shimmery wallpaper, a glass sink 
and countertop), helped totally 
transform the confining room. 

“We did everything we could 
to bring light into that space,” says 
Jones, 34, who’s currently working 
on a political campaign in Colorado. 
“It’s definitely a high-maintenance 
space, but it’s gorgeous.” 

You can make a wee water 
closet even more attractive by 
maximizing your wall space, 
whether that means adding a 
recessed medicine cabinet or 
using glass or narrow wood 
shelves for storing toiletries 
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and towels. And less is definitely 
more when choosing accessories. 

“A good rule of thumb is to 
make sure that everything you 
use for storage is the same color,” 
says Margaret Carter, owner 
of Clarendon-based Margaret 
Carter Interiors (202-510-4211; 
Margaretcarterinteriors.com). 
“You want to avoid getting a 
mixture of storage things; that 
makes your eye have to absorb 
way more than it needs to.”

Stash your hair accessories and 
makeup in coordinating baskets, 
or store and display pretty soaps or 
lotions in glass canisters and jars 
all in the same shade. Those may 
be the only accessories you need. “If 
it doesn’t help you to do something 
in the space, I don’t think it should 
be decoration,” Gorder says. 

If you’re switching out your 
sink, don’t be so quick to ditch 
the vanity. “Pedestal sinks are 
wonderful for powder rooms,” says 
Carter. “But unless they have great, 
big, wide ledges and you have other 
storage, they make no sense for an 
everyday bathroom.” 

But getting rid of the tub can 
make a huge difference. “A walk-

in shower with a glass front will 
make the space feel double the size 
it was when you had a bathtub,” 
Gorder says. “The glass gives the 
illusion of the space going on 
forever, and there are no obstacles 
to the eye.” 

Bethesda resident Julie Fritts, 
35, whose first-floor guest 
bathroom Carter designed in 
shades of taupe, knows first-hand 
the power of good glass shower 
doors. 

“You almost don’t even see them 
there,” says the stay-at-home mom 
of two. “We couldn’t make the 
bathroom any bigger, but because 
it’s tone-on-tone and so serene, it 
just feels like a larger space. We 
get a lot of compliments on it. Our 
guests are happy to use it; they say 
it’s like staying in a nice hotel.”

New residents flock 
to the NoMa enclave 
as it gains amenities 


Neighborhoods 

Khalil Ghannam moved his home 
and founded his business in NoMa 
two years ago based on hope for 
what the neighborhood could 
become. 

Plans for the old railroad yard 
and warehouse district north of 
Capitol Hill and Union Station 
called for more than 20 million 
square feet of new mixed-use 
development over the next couple 
decades, so Ghannam, 49, opened

Pound Coffee on Second Street NE 
and waited. 

Two years later, Ghannam 
and others who staked claims 
in NoMa in its earliest days say 
the neighborhood, named for its 
location north of Massachusetts 
Avenue, are on their way to 
becoming a full-fledged community, 
with a spate of new apartment and 
condominium buildings yielding 
a rapidly expanding pool of 
residents. 

“I moved here simply to be near 
the shop,” said Ghannam, who 
rents an apartment off New York 
Avenue. “But now you can really 
see the neighborhood starting to 
emerge and grow.” 

NoMa has its roots in a 
classic “build it, and they 
will come” scenario: Area 
merchants contributed to a public- 
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private partnership to fund the 
construction of the New York 
Avenue Metro station in 2004, 
hoping that it would lure new 
business, said Elizabeth Price, 
president of the NoMa Business 
Improvement District. 

In March 2007, the D.C. Council 
and Mayor Adrian M. Fenty 
approved a special assessment for 
commercial property owners in the 
35-block area to fund the NoMa 
Business Improvement District, 
which provides services including 
maintenance and public safety. 

Tenants started rolling in. The 
U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives set up 
shop in NoMa in August 2007. 
Sirius XM, CareFirst BlueCross 
BlueShield and CNN also have 
offices or headquarters in the 
neighborhood, and future tenants

are expected to include NPR, 
the Community College of the 
District of Columbia and the U.S. 
Department of Justice. 

Ghannam opened Pound Coffee 
in a ground-floor retail space in the 
ATF building in April 2008, moving 
into a nearby apartment about the 
same time. Ghannam and other 
residents admit that they felt some 
isolation in the neighborhood’s 
early days as the first retail and 
residential developments were 
being completed. 



“I’d get home from work and 
realize there really wasn’t anywhere 
I could go without getting in the 
car,” Ghannam said. 

But that sense of isolation 
is becoming a memory as new 
buildings open almost monthly. 

Just last month saw the opening 
of a 340-bed intern-housing facility 
and the eight-mile Metropolitan 
Branch Trail, a paved trail that 
runs between Union Station and 
Silver Spring. 

In August, the long-awaited 
Constitution Square development is 
slated to open with 440 apartments, 
a Hilton Garden Inn hotel and two 
office buildings. A Harris Teeter 
grocery store is supposed to open 
in December. 

The neighborhood’s earliest 
residents say amenities such as

the bike trail and the Harris Tee- 
ter will help NoMa start to feel like 
a cohesive community. 

“Something as little as the bike 
path can be huge ” Ghannam said. 
“Just having a recreational activity 
nearby makes you feel like your 
neighborhood is connected to the 
larger city.” 

NoMa is surrounded by historic 
neighborhoods — including 
Eckington, Bloomingdale and 
Capitol Hill — and many residents 
said they were attracted to the 
excitement of new construction 
surrounded by the stability of 
historic homes. 

“I loved that I’d have brand- 
new development on one side 
of the block and an established 
neighborhood with residents 
who have been there for years on 
the other side,” said Maria-Lana 
Queen, 41, a grant manager for 
the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

Queen said she initially turned 
to neighborhoods such as the U 
Street corridor when searching 
for a diverse, energetic community 
that would inspire the abstract art 
she creates outside her day job, but 
she found NoMa after deeming U 
Street “too congested.” 

“NoMa had the kind of positive 
energy I was looking for,” Queen 
said. “It’s a different take on city 
living.” 

Beverley East, 56, an author and 
a handwriting analyst, said the new 
condominium she bought in Capitol 
Overlook, one of NoMa’s first new 
residential buildings, drew her to 
the neighborhood three years ago. 


may still be 
awhile before the 
residential side 
comes into its own, 
but it*s heading in 
that direction.”

Her condominium on R Street NE 
is modern and spacious, and it sits 
on a block that seemed quiet and 
safe. East said. 

Only after East moved in did 
she start to appreciate amenities 
such as the Metro stop and the 
Greyhound bus station, not to 
mention the FedEx depot she uses 
frequently for business and fast- 
food restaurants such as Five Guys 
for her then-teenage son. 

For all the amenities and 
pending construction, residents say 
there are still gaps they’d like to see 
filled, such as a sit-down restaurant 
in addition to Au Bon Pain and the 
other “fast casual” places. 

Ghannam said that if his 
business is any indication, more 
restaurants and retail shops 
will emerge soon: Pound Coffee 
recently started to stay open on 
nights and weekends to cater 
to the neighborhood’s growing 
pool of residents in addition to 
its established group of office 
workers. 

“I think we’re a good example of 
the evolution of the neighborhood,” 
Ghannam said. “It may still be 
awhile before the residential 
side comes into its own, but it’s 
heading in that direction. It’s 
starting to realize its potential.”

The General Scott Condominiums 
have always hosted impressive 
views of the White House, the 
Washington National Cathedral 
and the Washington Monument, 
but only recently has resident 
Robert Sabanosh needed to 
coerce his neighbors to pack up 
for the night when the rooftop

access closes at 11 p.m. A green 
roof planted last fall has made 
the top of the building a true 
destination. 

“We’ve seen a tenfold increase 
in rooftop use,” said Sabanosh, 
a General Scott board member 
who has lived in the Scott Circle 
building seven years. “Before, you 
would bake up there.” 

Green roof technology 
combines arid landscaping with a 
sophisticated system of soil, porous 
gravel and layers of engineered 
drainage. The green installations 
reduce storm water runoff, last 
almost twice as long as traditional 
roofs and create energy cost savings 
— not to mention the aesthetic 
benefit of green patches popping up 
throughout the concrete jungle. 

That’s why the green roof 
movement has caught on in 
Washington, evidenced by individual 
homeowners who’ve installed green 
roofs atop their garages and the 
Dirksen Senate Office Building,

where an existing tennis court will 
be transformed into a green roof 

The city ranks second in the 
nation for installation of green 
roof infrastructure, with nearly 
200,000 square feet of rooftop 
plots created in 2009 and more 
than 500,000 installed in 2008, 
according to the nonprofit group 
Green Roofs for Healthy Cities 
(Greenroofs.org). 

Developers hoping to install 
the technology are often assisted 
by District initiatives; they can 
apply for up to three subsidies to 
install green roofs (two are funded 
by the District Department of 
the Environment, while another 
is funded by the Neighborhood 
Investment Fund from the Deputy

Mayor’s Office of Planning and 
Economic Development). 

At the General Scott, which was 
built in 1941, the board campaigned 
for three years to replace its aging 
roof with the eco-friendly technology. 
It wasn’t an easy sell, board member 
Sabanosh said, both because 
residents didn’t want the work to 
affect their condo fees and because 
the technology is so new that few 
residents were aware of its benefits. 
A traditional roof replacement 
would have cost about $200,000, 
Sabanosh said, while the green roof 
cost roughly $500,000. 

“People don’t trust what they 
don’t know,” said Ty Voyles, 
a project manager for DC 
Greenworks (DCgreenworks.org), 
which helped organize the General 
Scott installation. Voyles, who 
coordinates “green collar” job 
training and volunteering in the 
District, touted some of the benefits 
of vegetated rooftops: “aesthetics, 
durability, longevity, energy 
reduction, storm water management 
[and] ambient cooling.” 

To gain support for the General 
Scott project, architect Christopher 
French hosted four community- 
wide presentations and created

a variety of designs to reflect 
anticipated uses of the green roof, 
such as sunbathing, barbecuing 
and viewing fireworks. 

Spreading the word about the 
lifestyle benefits to be gained from 
a green roof helped garner enough 
support among residents for the 
project, Sabanosh said. 

“People didn’t necessarily care 
that the roof would last three 
times longer than a traditional 
roof, because they might not live 
here long enough to pay it off, but 
they did want the expanded usable 
terrace,” Sabanosh said. 

The General Scott, where units 
cost from $200,000 for a studio to 
$325,000 for a one-bedroom unit, 
does not have amenities commonly 
found in newer buildings such as 
a gym or parking garage, so the 
promise of a rooftop deck with 
added environmental benefits 
drew the needed wave of support, 
Sabanosh said. 

With the help of a municipal 
subsidy and an interactive design 
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campaign between D.C. -based 
French Studios Architecture & 
Planning (Frenchstudios.com) 
and the I8l General Scott condo 
owners, the board ultimately 
managed to foot the bill without 
asking for a special assessment 
from residents. 

A number of new condo 
developments are taking cues 
from successful green roof 
installations such as the one at the 
General Scott. Fendall Heights in 
Anacostia, for instance, received 
a grant from the Department 
of Energy to fund its plan to 
incorporate vegetated roofs into its 
original construction. The LEED- 
certified Alta at Thomas Circle and 
Lofts 11 in Logan Circle are also 
among the city’s condo buildings 
that included green rooftops in 
their development plans. 

In the middle of a particularly 
brutal summer, residents with 
access to nature-filled roofs might 
appreciate the access to fresh — 
and relatively cooler — air these 
elevated urban parks provide. 

Plant life helps cool rooftop 
temperatures — compared to 
blacktop surfaces, which can 
reach 150 degrees in the middle of 
the day, Voyles said. Green roofs’ 
temperature feels the same as the 
air outside, he said.

That benefit has helped attract 
new residents at an apartment 
building at 1310 K St. SE, where 
Susan Kelly, a managing broker 
with Capital Properties Group, 
installed a vegetated roof with the 
help of DC Greenworks. 

“When I bring interested 
tenants up here, they’re always 
impressed,” Kelly said. 

One of the most immediately 
obvious green roof gains manifests 
itself in residents’ wallets: Many 
tenants in Kelly’s building report 
their utility bills are lower than at 
previous apartments, which Kelly 
attributes to the cooling features 
of the eco-friendly patch of land 
above their heads. “It’s been a 
worthwhile investment,” she said.

Chat 

I currently reside in Arlington, but 
i’m thinking about purchasing a 
townhouse in Centreville because 
i think there’s more bang for the 
buck in Centreville. What’s the 
area like for a couple in their late 
20s and thinking about children? 
Lastly, will the commute from 
Centreville to Old Town kill me? 
Either place is good for kids, espe- 
cially if you land in a nice, friend- 
ly neighborhood that feeds into 
a school you like. But, certainly, 
you can buy more square footage 
in Centreville. You seem to real- 
ize that the trade-off is time. And 
that’s one heck of a difference in 
commute. Please do a couple trial 
commutes — during weekday rush 
hours — using the train or bus or 
car, however you envision commut- 
ing. Only you can decide whether 
it’s worth the trade-off. 

I’ve just started to look for a one- 
bedroom place, and I’ve noticed 
that some of these don’t meet 
the standard for a one-bedroom, 
i.e., no built-in closet. Are these 
places to walk away from or does 
this mean there is more negotiat- 
ing room since it really is a studio 
apartment? 

The closet-in-the-bedroom stan- 
dard isn’t always such a hard-and- 
fast rule, especially with old or his- 
toric properties. And it isn’t really 
a studio if it has a hallway or two 
rooms, is it? You should negoti- 
ate for the best price you can get 
vis-a-vis comparable offerings on 
the market — not just in terms of 
closet space, but square footage, 
neighborhood amenities, conve- 
nience, attractiveness, etc. You 
can always buy an armoire — or 
build in a closet — if the rest of the 
space is right.

How much of an agent’s job is it to 
find the right listings? I feel like 
I’m much better at finding listings 
than our agent. I’ve articulated 
exactly what we want and yet she 
keeps sending us the wrong types 
of properties. Has this become a 
source of tension between agents 
and their clients? With the inter- 
net and online MLS listings, I can 
just look for places myself. Should 
I be worried about offending our 
agent by sending her listings and 
declining hers? 

Well, it certainly is a big part of 
the agent’s job to listen to you. 
And if your agent is really miss- 
ing the mark, then you both might 
be better off if you started work- 
ing with someone else. That said, 
a good agent — who really listens 
— may introduce you to some 
things that you didn’t realize you 
wanted. You might say, for exam- 
ple, that you want a colonial, but 
a rambler that rings all the other 
bells for you might just do the trick. 
But you don’t want a steady diet of 
second-guessing.

An Appetizing ‘Dinner ’

Film Review 

“Dinner for Schmucks” has already 
raised hackles in the Yiddish-speak- 
ing community for the breathtak- 
ingly offensive epithet in its title 
(and it’s not “dinner”). But it turns 
out that this comedy of humilia- 
tion, starring Paul Rudd and Steve 
Carell, isn’t nearly as off-putting as 
it might have been. 

Rudd plays Tim, an ambitious 
young executive desperate to 
impress his art-dealer girlfriend 
(the fetching Stephanie Szostak), 
who is invited by his icy boss 
(Bruce Greenwood) to attend one 
of his regular “dinners for idiots.” 
Each guest is supposed to bring 
the dumbest, most pathetic idiot 
he can find; the most pitiful plus- 
one wins. (“No mimes; it’s a cli- 
che,” one co-worker warns.) 

When Tim literally collides with 
Barry (Carell), the game is afoot. 
Buck-toothed and goggle-eyed, 
Barry makes neurotically detailed

tableaux with stuffed dead mice. 
When he meets the blandly affable 
Tim, he becomes as creepily, bro- 
mantically inclined as Jim Carrey 
in “The Cable Guy.” But instead of 
going dark, “Dinner for Schmucks” 
keeps it breezy, with Barry embroil- 
ing Tim in ever-more-mortifying 
mishaps. The fallout includes a 
reunion with a sexually predato- 


ry stalker and an IRS audit. 

That’s all before dinner. Jay 
Roach has adapted Francis Veber’s 
1998 French farce “Le Diner de 
Cons” with the same, tired close- 
up, close-up, medium-shot rhythm 
that characterizes his “Meet the 
Parents” movies. But Rudd and 
Carell have just the charisma, alert- 
ness and dexterity to make “Dinner 
for Schmucks” work. (Rudd is par- 
ticularly winning, especially when 
he battles that bad back.) 

And the movie benefits from 
piquant spice byway of scene-steal- 
ing supporting players, including 
“Flight of the Conchords’” Jemaine 
Clement as a fatuous artist and 
Zach Galifianakis as a telepath- 
ic IRS agent. 

In truth, “Dinner for Schmucks” 
is misnamed, since most of the 
movie’s antic slapstick energy 
derives from the eventful run-up to 
the main event. The climactic party 
itself often feels like an awkward, 
unevenly paced come-down. 

“Dinner for Schmucks” maybe 
as broad as the proverbial groaning 
board, but Rudd and Carell trans- 
form an otherwise disposable meal 
into something worth savoring.

“Charlie St. Cloud,” like its star, 
Zac Efron, is a gorgeous, unblem- 
ished thing. Both would be much 
improved with a tiny flaw or two. 

Don’t get me wrong. Efron is 
nice to look at. Many moviegoers 
will no doubt go just to see him 
smile, and brood, and take off his

AGORA (NR, 126 minutes) “Agora” takes 
place in fourth-century Egypt, where

“The Rite of Spring" and the audience’s 
wild responses. The film skips forward to 
1920, when Coco Chanel (Anna Mouglalis) 
invites the struggling composer and his 
family to leave the Paris hotel into which 
they’ve been crammed. While lonely wife 
Katia pines upstairs, IgorgivesCoco piano 
lessons, and the two provocateurs flirt 
to the strains of a Stravinsky-ish score. 
Once the couple’s affair begins, the 
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imbalance in the relationship becomes 
clear, (dan kois) 

COUNTDOWN TO ZERO (PG, 91 minutes) 
As a template in this film, Lucy Walker 
uses John F. Kennedy’sl961 speech to the 
United Nations — in which he described 
a “nuclear sword of Damocles, hanging 
by the slenderest of threads, capable of 
being cut at any moment by accident or 
miscalculation or by madness" — then 
proceeds to give examples of how close 
we’ve come to having the sword lowered. 
Using archival images of mushroom 
clouds and imploding houses, street in- 
terviews with everyday citizens who have 
no idea who has nukes or how many, and 
a plethora of wise talking heads. Walker 
makes a clear, cogent and irrefutable 
case for the total elimination of nuclear 
weapons.

CYRUS (R, 92 minutes) This movie an- 
nounces its confrontational intentions 
from the get-go, when in the opening 
scene the film’s hero, John (John C. Reil- 
ly), is interrupted in an intimate moment 
by his ex-wife Jamie (Catherine Keener), 
whohasstoppedbytotellhimshe’sget- 
ting remarried.

One of the ways to improve customer service is to upgrade 
our escalators and elevators. Let me explain what we are 
doing by first starting with the condition of the escalators. 

Serving more than 200 million riders annually, 277 of 
Metro's 588 escalators are more than 25 years old. Many 
of them need extensive work to bring them into a state of 
good repair. Unfortunately, 65% of the manufacturers have 
gone out of business and replacement parts cannot be 
ordered, so Metro has to manufacture them. 

We are, however, committed to fixing our escalators and 
elevators. Our immediate steps were to establish response 
teams to react to trends and to improve response time. This 
was like creating a SWAT team for escalator maintenance. 

To improve reliability over the next seven years, we will 
overhaul 144 escalators and 31 elevators, and replace six 
escalators at the Dupont Circle and Foggy Bottom stations. 

Even in the best conditions, there will be some outages. 
Our goal will be to have no more than 43 of the 588 escala- 
tors out of service at any time. These will be undergoing 
the preventive maintenance needed to keep them running 
when you need them.
